The Board of Ethics has received your request for
an opinion regarding whether you can accept a

Section 26.2-11 of the Ethics Ordinance prohibits
City employees from having a financial interest in
any funds administered by the City. - "Financial
interest" is defined as "(i) any interest as a
result of which the owner currently receives or is
entitled to receive $2,500 per year; (ii) any
interest with a cost or present value of $5,000 or
more...." Because the maximum amount that may be
granted to any person under the program in
question is $1500, neither of these monetary
thresholds can be exceeded. Accordingly, the
Board finds that you may accept the grant offered
